Jury Took The Case About 
4:30 O'clock Tuesday 
Afternoon. 



The Ronsha » case was concluded 
at f:S0 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
when Commonwealth's Attorney 
Smith concluded a powerful plea for 
the conviction of Bubber Chafin and 
Ernest Wilson, the two negroes 
charged with the murder of John M 
Renshnw Sept. 2$, 191 ». Upon •>* 
assembling of court ye terday morn 
ing at 8:30, the jury brought in a 
eerdict, which had been arrived at 
over night. Both defendants were 
adjudged guilty as charged and giv- 
en life sentences in the penitentiary. 
The only other alternatives under 
the court's instructions would have 
been death or acquittal. 

TBI CASE ARGUED. 

The argument in the case began 
Monday night, the night speeches 
being made by C. H. Bush for the 
defense and O. H. Anderson for the 
prosecution. The crowd that heard 
heard them packed the court room 
to the doors, many being unable to 
get in. Judge Hanbery made an 
order requiring every person enter- 
ing the court room to be seaiched 
for weapons; no pistols were found 
but several retired without being 
searched. This was a precautionary 
measure, as the crowds have been 
orderly at all limes, with no inden- 
tions of an outbreak. 

Tuesday morning s eeches were 
made in the following order: W. T. 
Fowler for the prosecution, G. W. 
Southall for the defense, County At- 
torney Ira D. Smith for ihe prosecu- 
tion, John C. Duffy for the closing 
speech of the defense and Common- 
wealth's Attorney Denny P. Smith 
made the final argument for the 
state. 

All the speeches w re strong and 
able presentat ons of the case from 
the different points of view. 

The evidence to the minutest detail 
was analyzed and summarized to the 
very best advantage. The jury was 
an unusually intelligent body of men 
and they listened patiently to the 
many hours of argument. 

The general opinion was that a 
conviction was inevitable. Some ex- 
pected a death sentt n?e for Chafin, 
who was held to be the leader in the 
affair, with Wilson, a weaker tool, 
as bis assistant. 

Sheriff Jewell Smith, the young 
sheriff, has worked hard on the case 
from the very fim and assisted by 
Edgar and Jarred Renshww, sons of 
the murdered man, Ben Winfree, 
Tom Clark and Sol Fritz, has 
gathered a chain of evidence from 
which there was no escape. Though 
most of it was circumstantial, hardly 
a link was missing and the only way 
to escape a conclusion of guilt would 
have been to discredit the 
themselves, many of whom 
colored. The jury evidently gave 
full credit to testimony given by 
colored witnesses against men of

CRACOW 

Will Take Fortress Near Ger- 
man Frontier in Month, 
Is Prediction. 



120,000 MEN ARE CAPTURED. 

Allies Repair Vessels to Renew 
Attack on Forts of Dar- 
danelles. 



London, March 24.— The size of 
the garrison at Przemysl and the 
number of men who surrendered to 
the Russians greatly exceed all esti- 
mates. According to Petrogi ad dis- 
patches the ga-rison originally con- 
sisted of 170,000 men of whom 40.- 
000 were killed. Nearly 120,(X>0 sur- 
rendered when the fortress capitu- 
lated. 

A blizzard, which has interfered 
with the telegraphic service, pre 
vents details of the surrender from 
coming through, but Lemburg re 
ports that for seven days prior to 
the fall of the fortress the people had 
nothing to eat and the Russians, who 
took in large supplies of provisions, 
were welcomed as liberators. 

Dispatches from Lemburg also say 
that 15,000 persons were found suf- 
fering from typhus or cholera and 
that the work of disinfecting the 
place is being undertaken energeti 
cally.

Simple Bicycle Lock Uaed in France 
Said to Be One of the Beit 
Yet Devised. 

An excellent method for locking 
bicycles to prevent them from living 
6tolen is used in France, and it is 
one of the easiest to tit on by a ck v< r 
amateur. The device is applied to 
that part of the frame where the 
front fork joins the main at upficr 
horizontal tube of the frame. On 
the head of the fork is placed a stout 
collar, riveted on to prevent turning, 
the collar having a projecting wing 
St the back so that this projects out 
the horizontal bar. On the bar it- 
self is placed a second collar having 
a vertical projection which is pivoted 
to the collar. The combination makes 
one fixed and one movable win^ 
which can be brought together, and 
a padlock is passed through hole- in 
each. The trick of the device is that 
the first wing lies at a slight angle, 
due to the mounting of the collar, so 
that when locked, the front wheel no 
longer lies straight, but somewhat in- 
clined, and in this way it is impos- 
sible to ride the machine. — Scientitie

THICK CREAM GAINS FAVOR 

Colorado State Dairy Inspector An 
r« One of Moat "Common 

Dairymen.

One of the most common questions 
arising among cream producers and 
handlers of cream Is that of how thick 
cream should be skimmed, when the 
tame la to be used In butter-making. 

t'ream skimmod so as to test be- 
tween 35 per cent and 40 per cent Is of 
the most desirable thickness. Thick 
cream keeps better than thin cream, 
there is also not the waste In handling 
a Smaller bulk of cream than there is 
of larger amounts In the way of 
hauling and express charges, more- 
over the skim milk Is kept on the farm 
for feeding calves and plgB. If it is 
too thick, there is a loss in some of 
the cr»am going over Into the skim 
milk and also a considerable waste 
from the amount of cream that will 
adhere to cans and utensils. 

A uniform richness of cream may 
be obtained ut each separation. 

1. Vy using the same amount of 
waste or skim milk when flushing the 
bowl. 

2. Hy keeping the cream screw the 
same. 

3. By running the separator at the 
same and at a uniform speed. 

4. By having the temperature of 
the milk the same each time. 

6. Ry keeping a uniform inflow to 
the bowl. 

«. By washing the separator thor- 
oughly after using. 

Exactly the same butterfat test 
cannot be expected every time from 
the observation of the above, as there 
are other factors entering affecting re- 
sults, but a close following of the six 
named checks on variation will work 
wonders toward getting a uniform 
thickness of cream throughout the 
season.

Past Regent and has made other 
passes too numerous to mention in a 
busy town like this. He has held 
mthy other offices and has been the 
recipient of many honors. On one 
occasion he was presented with a sil- 
ver hammer by the K. of P. lodge. 
He was one of the organisers of^hc 
Hopkfnsville Bald Headed Club Ai 
when elected president refused to 
vacate and ho Is the office yet, al- 
though it had been the custom to 
elect a new president every year. 

Champ his made three races for 
councilman. Twice he failed to get 
enough votes. The last time he had 
enough votes, but there was no seat 
large enough for him.

Iowa Boy's Record. 

The year 1914 was one of remarka- 
ble records in the boys' and girls' 
clubs in all the states. Not only did 
the clubs branch out and.take up new 
lines of work, but the boy champions 
of other years continued to show im- 
provement in their methods and 
yields. A case in point is that of 
Earl Zeller, of Greene County, Iowa. 
In 1912 this boy grew 141 bushels of 
corn on his acre at a cost of $13.67, 
making a net profit of $83.42. He 
won the state championship of Iowa. 
In 1913 he grew 123 bushels at a cost 
of $11.02 and made a tet profit of 
$159.58. He ranked second in the 
state. In 1914 he raised 139 bushels 
of corn at a cost of $12 15. Of this 
he sold 30 bushels for seed and his 
total crop for $209 95, giving him a 
net profit of $197.80. During three 
years this boy has grown 403 bushels 
of corn, or an average of 134J bush- 
els, at a cost of $36.84 -an average 
cost of 9c a bushel— and has made a 
net profit of $440.80 on the three 
crops off his single acre of land.
